We Never thought I need have fpent half fo 
much time Bi Explaining to our felves 
our own Affairs; to prove that it.is’our 

Intereft to Work all our Wooll, and ail our 

3, de Wooll at Home, is too eafie to need 

any Difcourfe; that Manuaéture therefore muft 


~ be moft our Intereft, which -Confumes moft of 


our Wooll; this’tis plain, that Broad-cloth ex- 
cels in, and the Cloathing our Country Youth 
‘of both Sexes in Light Stuffs, is an apparent In- 
jory to our Manufacture. 


-- J think I bave now prov’d my Allegatien a- 


gainft the Letter, which feem’d to obje& and 
have prov'd, 

1. That the Fa& is not true. 

2. That if it was, it does not anfwer the end 

to prove, that there isan Encreafe of the Ma- 
sufa@ture in one part, and no Diminution in a- 
nether. 
- If then this Rule of proportion be fo Exaét 
in Trade, and 1 know nothing more nice, but 
what rifes in one place, falls in another, a Ma- 
nufaéture rais’d ia one Town, muft decay in 
another. I would ask two Queftions. 

’ te What Benefjc are our Workhoypfes, fo far 
as they are Employ’d ia’ the Woollen Manufa 
ture, only to rm that Work by the Hands 
of Vagabonds, which was before perform’d by 
the Diligent Labouring Poor ? What Benefit to 


Trade, fince they make nothiag but what fome- 


‘body elfe"madé befote, and fell it-whete it'was 
fold before; and -in* the room bf ah fome 
that us’d to be made, muft either be feft' une 
made, or if made, ‘left unfold, or {ome other 
Manvfatture ia the room of it. 

2. What do thofe Gentlemen merit, that-in 
their Superlative Cunning; found out {uch a Sub- 
Jime invention, and got fo much Applanfé, 
-many Good Old Wontens Prayers and Bleffing’s 
fer their Cliarity, and Fiddled our Credulows Réo 
prefentatives into a Belief of fine things to be 
done fot the Poor; when, in fhort, the Upfhot 
of the Matter was both to leave the Nation and 
the Manufactures juft where they found them; 
.the Poor worfe, and the Parifhes worft of all: 

Did they now deferve our Prayers, or the 
Correétion ef their own Houfes, who made 
Offentation of all this Inconfiftency, and call it 
by the Nick-name of Charity? The Truth is, I 
ftand amaz’d at the Englifh Nation, that they 
fhould let Foreigners thus Ridicule them; En- 
glifo Charity will in Time become Contemptible 
toa Proverb, Propagating Trade, and Relie- 
ying the Poor by Engtifh Workhoufes, will ap- 
pear to be juft like a Man that all Day pully By 
Money out of one Pocket, and puts it into ano- 
ther, frequently dropping fome by the way, till 
at laft he has little or none left. 

But as I was always of Opinion, fomethin 
was fit to be done for be Relief of Trade, Hs 
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for the Employing our Vagabond Poor, fo let 
me however fay this for our Workhoufes, there 
isa way how they may be ftill made ufeful, and 
anfwerthe high Pretencesof Charity they have 
made, and till the plain and eafie Methods of 
Supprefling Vagabonds, are put in Prattice by 
Authority, may make themfelves Profitable and 
Advantageous both to Trade and the Poor. 

This is, in fhort, by fetting the Poor to Work 
upon fomesbing, “tis not to my purpofe, to En- 
quire What, provided it has but this one Qua- 
lification, viz. That it was mever madc bere be- 

ore, forne Foreign Manufacture, which the Na- 
tion wants, and which we are now oblig’d to 
buy withour Money, and which does not Inter- 
fere with our Manufaétures. 

This would make thofe Poor, thatare fuch a 
Burthen to the Nation, and to the Cities, be 
ufeful both to the Publick, and to themfelves, 
becaufe they-would Earn that Money only, 
which the Poor of other Countries Earn’d be- 
fore, and no Poor Family in England, would 
trave an Hours Work the lefs for them. 

From this Principle, “ris my Opinion, and I 
“believe I fhall not eafily be Confuted, that the 
‘prefent Lord Mayor, to the Honour of his 
“Judgment, as well as Charity, without Noife, 
without Boafting in Print, how many Poor he 
Maintains Yearly, and the like, without follici- 
ting Acts of Parliament, has done more real 
Service to England, Whether it be fo to bimfelf, 
er noc, I do wot Examine, than all our Work- 
hhoufes and Corporations in England. 

The Reafon is plain, Sir Owen Buckingham, 
Erefted a Workhoufe at Reading ,and fet Looms 
at Work to make Sail-Cloth_—-—- This we ei- 
ther had before from AHoland,or from Norman- 
dy, and for this there is not one Skein of Wor- 
fied the lefs {pun in this Nation. 

Nor fhouldsthe Author of this Paper boaft 
in vain, if he tells the World, that he himfelf, 
before Violence, Injury, aid Barbarous Treat- 
ment Demolifh’d him and his Undertaking, 
Employ’d co Poor People in making Pan-Tiles 
in England, a Manufacture always bought in 
Holland; and thus he purfued this Principle 
with his utmoft Zeal for the Good of England; 
and thefe Gentlemen, who fo eagerly perfecu- 
sed bim for faying, what all the World fince 


owns tobe true, and which he hasfincea hunts — 
dred times offered to prove, were particularly — 
ferviceable to the Nation, in turning that hun- 
dred of Poor People, and their Families, a beg- 
ging for Work, and forcing them to turn other 
Poor Families out of Work, to make room for 
them, befides 3000/. Damage tothe Authorof — 
this, which he has paid for this little Experi« 
ence. : 

Is this Charity, Gentlemen, to Employ one 
Poor Man:in what another Poor Man was Eme 
ploy’d in before? I tell you, Pardon me, Gen- 
tlemen, tkat I am fo plaing it merits not the 
Name.; ’tis a Good Defign Varnith’d over 


‘with a Specious Pretence, but built upon the 


moft weak, tottering, unfteady Foundation in 
the World. 

From hence,\ ithoutany Prejudice to Sir A.M. 
or his Projeét, 1 cannot .but -fay,.that -printed 
Copy ofa Bill, which he calls, .4 Bill for the Sete 
tlement and Employment of tke Poor, is the moft 
Incongruous thing, the moft different from its 
Title, and the moft Deftru€tive to the Poor, 
andthe Trade of England, of any thing that I 


-ever faw, with fuch a Face onit 


The Subftance of this Bill, or at leaft that 
part of it 1 objeét againft is, That for the Em. 
ployment of the Poor, every Parith fhall have, 
or be Empowred to have a Stock to Employ 
them in the Woollen Manufaétures. 

If one Workhoute be thus prov'd Prejudicial 
to our Trade, for God’s fake, Gentlemen, let 
us Confider, what nine Thoufand Workhoufes 
willbe ; if Stockings are Knit, Yarm Spun, Stuffs 
Wove, Cloth Made in every Parifh, and the 
People have their Neceffaries made at their 
own Doors ; Pray what will become of the 
Circulation of our Home Trade? What Oc- 
cafion of our Capital Fairs at Briftol, Exersers 
and Sturbridge? Our Shop-keepers in she Towns, 
our Wholefate Men in London, and our Princi- 
pal Manufaéturers, may» «S far as the Home- 
Trade Employs them, fhut up and have done ; 
feek fome other Employment, and leave off 
their Bufinefs; their Chapman’s Trade will 
ceafe, every Church-Warden and Overfeer’s 
Houfe will be a Warehoufe for the Neigin 
bours to Buy at, aad the Vagabonds of the 
Nation, be the Makess of the Manufa@ures.

ADVICE from the Scandal. CL vp. 


HE following fhort Letter is a Story-fruit- 
ful of Mifchievous Events, and Deriv’d 


_ from Ancient Evil Caufes, and therefore merits 


-an Anfwer. 

HE laft Affzes at N n, the High 
’ Sheriff, amongft other Frefents, fent 1 
Sulge a fat Sheep ; tut the Butcher baving .neg- 
leded to fend in the Head and the Skin, the Fudg’s 
Servants came faucily to the High Sheriff, and de- 
sanded to be paid forthe fame. The Society are 


| defired to Anfwer the following Queries, 


1. “ Whether a High Sheriff is under any 
s* Obligation to make the Judge Prefents? 
‘¢ And whether there is not an A& of Parlia- 
« ment againft their receiving the fame? 

2. “* Whether the Judges Servants being fo 
s Ympudent to make that Demand on the She- 
“ riff, be not only an Affront to him, .but con- 
“ traryto Law? And, 

3. ** Whether the Judge ought not to beg 
s the Sheriff’s Pardon ? 


The Crasats, a fort of Dragoons inthe Im. 
perial Army, in the Wars of Guftavus Adol. 
pbus, in Germany, were fuch Mercilefs Plunder- 
ers of the People, that nothing efcap’d them: 
A Party of thele Flint-skinning Fellows, coming 
into a Village, a Wealthy Boor Capitulated 


with them, to give them all his Provifions, 


and Cloths, and a certain Sum of Money, to 
fave his Houfe from Burning ; the Eager Sole. 
diers having Eaten up all the Poor Man had, 
and Drunk up all his Drink were going away, 
when one of them remembred, that they had 
left the Empty Cask behind them ; away they 
came back again to the Country man, and De- 
manded Ten Rix-Dollars of him, to fave the 
Cask from ftaving, which the Man refufing, 
they ftav’d the Cask to Pieces, and at laft fet 
Fire to the Poor Man’s Houle. 

From thefe Parallel Stories, the Society up- 
en Mature Deliberation, came to fome Re- 
folves. 

1, That Man,invefted with Unlimited Power, 
isa Lawlefs Ravenous Creature, morse Cruel 
than Wolves, Tygers, or Bears. 


2. "Tis no Wonder fora Man that can ‘have 
his Neighbour’s Cloak zi i 
oe Da aes given him,..to ask for 
. The Debt from the High Sheriffs.to 
et ek ‘feems to the ‘Society. tokere its on 


ginal only in Cuftoms;. but if we permit Cu-- 


oms to obtain Prefcription, they eafil: 
Laws in Engin ption, they ealily pafs for 
4. Without doubt, the Judge’s Servants not 
‘only broke the Law, ‘but Dithonour'd their Ma- 
fier, Abus’d the Sheriff, Expos’d themfelves, 


-and in their Degree, aéted exaétly the Part of 


the Dragoons that Plunder’d the Cyuntry-man. 

‘§- The Sheriff that, having given the Judge 
a Fat Sheep, paid -his Servants for the Skin, lies 
under our ‘Societies Cenfure, for Inexcufable 
EafinefS in fuffering himfelf to be Impos’d up» 
on; but ftill like the Countryman, he had bet- 
ter have given the Soldiers Ten. Dollars, than 
have his Houfe Fir’d; he had better give 
Troublefome Infolent Rogues an Unlawful De: 
mand, than have the Trouble of Spying Beg- 
gars and catching an Englifh Proverb. 

But if the Law will Encourage him to make 
Examples of them to prevent like Infults for the 
future, the Society recommend itto him as a 
Publick Good. 

As to the Judge’s asking the Sheriffs Par- 
don, they cannot agree to that, becaufe it does 
not appear, that it was either by his Order, or 
with his Knowledge ; nor can they believe any 
of our Judges would Connive at fo Scoundrel 
an Aétion. 

Laftly, ’Tis their Opinion, neither the 
Sheep, nor the Skin, is a Debt from the She- 
riff, but a Voluntary Gift, and ought to be ac- 
cepted as fuch, *Tis true, the Judges ought 
notto be Expos’d to the Charge, or Inconveni~ 
ence of furnifhing themfelves in their Circuits 5 
but the having their Expences Defray’d by 
the Sheriffs, has Innumerable 1] Confequences 
in it, in Cafe of Corruption and Partiality , 
Byafs'd Proceedings, which the Sheriffs may 
have too much Influence on Ill Judges te pro- 
cure ; and as fuch, “tis recommended to my 
Lords the Judges themfelves, to ftate the Cafe 
of Debt, and the Cafe of Coustefie, tbat En-

5 As for the Servants, the Society think the 
High Sheriff ought to take fome Care to make 
them remember Heads and Sheep-skins, as long 
as they live; and there they leave it.
